The Sirdar hast completed the jiroviwniuU flrrfmgeniewls for the civil ndimuistration 
of tbu pi'ortuee, and is desirous of rotui’iuiig to Cairo to confer with ttiu authorities 
here tm n number of matters which require settlement. 1 have requested him to delay 
bis departure for a short lime, but if it ho decided I hat we adhere 10 the original 
programme, he had hotter come directly, Should there hr any intention of altering it, 
I am nimble in express an opinion as to whether he should conn? without further 
consulting him respecting what is possible from a military si midpoint.

U IIII reference to my telegram No. Ill of to-day, Lhe impossibility of securing 
steam com mi in trail rm between Dougolu mid Khartoum without; extending the railway, 
now appeals to be one of the principal obstacles to continuing the advance, It will 
be for your Lordship to consider the ad visibility of dispatching a reconnoitring party, 
helore jin' cavalry return north, to ascertain precisely what railway is required for the 
establishment of such a communication. It should also he considered whether the 
railway should strike Berber or Met munch, or any point between these two places, and 
I'rorn wlnfc point between Debbeh and Memwc if. should start. Your Lordship and 
iho Sirdar must decide on this point, to which 1 now only call your attention. 

] he relations between Ikitj couutry and Germany Appear to be breoinitig less 
cordial. Any policy, therefore, which Involves German co-operation must be avoided.

quence of the employment of British troops beyond Wady Haifa, and also with regard 
to the extra cost of the I ndinn force at SuakiiL 

At present, Lord Lanedowne is not in a position to give any estimate of the extra 
expense in the Nile Valley, beyond the cost of the movement of the 1st battalion 
"North Staffordshire Regiment to Wady Ilnlfa which is chargeable to the British 
Government, but it is not supposed that it wilt be of any considerable! amount ho far 
ns this Department h concerned, and the expense incurred by the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment in respect of these troops h also unknown. 

With regard to Sunk In, the extra expense up to the filst Decemher next is, in 
round numbers, 152,000/.

Kitekmer to Lord Cromer, 

My Lord, Powjoittt September 30, 1606, 

KARLV in March, it haring bean dadded in reconquer the iWgoln Province, I 
have the hoiujui to submit a report on lUc operations consequent thereoii^ which have 

now Ijoeo successfully a.plcU'd, and I jiInu beg to bring to your notice the names of 

those Kiilirii officers and men who have specially distinguished them selves during the 
campaign. 1 mu also submitting to His HigSme.-H the Khedive the names of a number 
Hif officers and men of the Egyptian army who have done similar good service. 

Orders for the advance 1 laving been received, a column moved across the frontier 
on the I Bib March, ami traversing the BntmcLHaggnr. occupied Akasbm The linos of 
«ommumcation were guarded by various post*, and a screen of cavalry, caurol corps, and 
local Arabs protected the line of the utd railway, which had boon completely destroyed 
by tile Dervishes. 

Levies of friendly A mbs were also raised to watch the roads and wells In the eastern 
and western dyscri-i, and patrols • f these Arabs proceeded occasionally lo the Nile in 
the Dar Shaigia dUtiict. 

The collection of supplies at Akosha and the relaying of the railway lino were 
actively taken in hand, 
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Meanwhile, Osman Digna, who had been co-operating in the siege of Russula, pro¬ 
ceeded by forced marches towards Siifckin, and look up a position at Krkravit, Lieutenant - 
Colonel Lloyd, thS.O,, having formed a field column from Ike Siiakin and ToW 
garrison, attacked while advancing in Kb or Wintri by Osman Digital force, 
winch waa driven back and noon afterwards retired from the district. On the eon- 
elusion of ilds operation the Egyptian garrison waft transferred to the Nile Valley, being 
replaced by a contingent of Indian troops under the command of Brigadier-General 
Eger ton, CJL, U S.O. I am of opinion tlutl the moral effect on the Dervishes of the 
presence of these troops in the Sunk in dDtikt waft considerable, 

Early in April (he Dervishes moved their advanced post from Ruiinla in Firkei 
whither rehdbrccnicnt* were conutnuLlv ills patched from Dongola. 

Dn the 1st May three flqmu Irons of cavalry, under Major Barn Murdoch, unex¬ 
pectedly came into contact with n consider able force i>f Dervish horse, camel, and Foot¬ 
men within u lew miles of AktiDm. The enemy, who had intended u deni n nitration against 
Akiuiliu, retire*! on Firket after niuking .i show of rori stance. 

1'hiHy in Jane the railway reached Arnbigol Wells. Dorvifth pnU'ol* ware seen in 
Hie neighbourhood, rind, having received in format-inn that move hctiuus interference 
with the working piHkra was Intended, I deemed it n emssar* Lo attack and drive I he 
enemy mil of Firket, Tliii operation was siiwen* fully per fur me-3 nii (lie morning of ihe 
Tib June, unit waft described Eli my despatch uf tiki- EHh dmn\ The cavalry pursued lo 
Bunriln, which was occupied, and the Dervishes Sell back mi Dongoltu 

'I he railway was now pushed on to Roahoh, and preparations were made to pass tbe 
steamer* over Elm cataract* as -.non a. the height of the Nile would allow of this being 
done, hut the rise nf the river was unusutdlj retarded. 

During ibla period an outbreak ( if cholera nccurradj and l have to deplore the \rm 
of several valuable officers and men from this. epiddmU', which, though severe while it 
lasted, wn* not of long duration,, anil I attribute its being dfeetually stamped, out lo the 
energy and ability displayed by Surgeon Lieutenant-Colonel Galiwey and the officers of 
the medical staff. 

On the I til August tbe railway was compietcd as tVu as Kushuh, and the collection 
of supplies proceeded with. The section h of the now gnn-heai reached Roalndi nn the 
10th Aiigratj and uinlei' the able anpcrinlemtoHCe of Cm mm under (he Honourable 
C. Colville, lt,N, ? the work of construction was carried on with i lie least possible delay* 
Owing La the latenesH ol' the Nile, ibe passnp oj' the sternum over the cataracts 
could only be commenced on lEie 2nd August, and was su cccusfu I !y accompli shed under 
the dived ion of Colonel JLm Lor, D.S.O., who was ubL as*LLd by Commander 
Ruberlaon, C-M,O,, R,N., nml oilicr olTicer.s, win• all u irked i:ideEhiigably on ibis very 
arduous task. r rtm. fiotilln of four armed and three utuvrmed sLenowliei lcvs arrived at 
Kofttioh on the 23rd August, and the forward movement of the troops of the Sugfda 
gjirrirtuii lo Abaarat took place on (lie sumo day. Tam water depflits were eslublkliod in 
the Desert between Kdijiheh and Abaara^mnl cm the 27tb August the lirsl brigade 
crofts-ed. 

News of lira destruction of 2li miles railway line between SuiTasuitid Mogharl by 
u. alarm of unprecedented violence reached me cm the even tug of the 27tli August, and 
h became ncccs-ary to i mined lately dispute]) nil available troop* m repair damage*, 
Over 5,000 nmn were massed on Ilia work u which were with in two days of completion 
when a liash stonn destroyed S iniloft ol' line as. well as Llic station :t( AkiisEm Thu 
troop* were able (u repair ihesc breaks in the line by iho dth ^plembcr, and l cannot 
apeak too highly of the ohcerfuE manner and endurance displayed by iIlc.hi in carry lug 
out this most lahnrioiiB duty, during which lemg and rapid mareljcs under exceptionally 
difikuli condilioiiti were iiece-ssary and work proceeded night and day. 

Tbe forward movement which had been temporarily iuteriiiplod iva* mm continued. 
Dulg o was occupied by the lnt and 2nd Brigades on the 5tli E^BpLetnbcr. The 
mounted corps and rird and -ith Brigade,- being puahod across the ik-.soi i to Ujsarat, 
'fhc North Slcdlmd shire Regiment weus brouglit by train from Bamts aiul him harked cm 
m ton morn fur the trout h on the 12th in stunt, 

1 regret h» r- port that i lie steam trial of the new gun-boat resiilted in the bursting 
of a cylinder, which temporarily prevented Jtcr from joining in llic advance. 

At this period it was known thru ihc Dcrvisbe* were in considerable strength at 
Hitlir (wesi bank) mid Kerimi (east bank;, where they had constructed a fort, and where il 
vsift said they intended to upposo. our advance with all available Ibices In the province. 
The Uoups iiHirehcd to Kereig o)i llie 3-llti Bepteiuber, thence to linrji and Desert 
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the Nile Valley to Egyptian territory, SOW miles of which riuiy he dcsserilied iih nf great 
fertility, and Lo relieve, to their intense ddi^hl, the inr^e aad Huifering of the 

Province of Dbugolft from the barharou^ and tvrfinnicnl rule of savage und fanatical 
Baggnrae 

The o|mrntiptia havo, moreover^ demonstmted ilio treopn of ttie Egyptian army 1o 
be flos^esised of high qucdUtua of emhiranee and Irritvery, and I have only to nml that no 
ease of want of discipline or ntLvmpL to shirt duty hns occurred, Indeed ilie high 
spirit and eagerness wliinli the troops have displayed under many very trying eircum- 
staivccs ia beyond praise. Egyptian soldieraliave frequently bten found to have concealed 
aickncHs, and in spite of severe fnotaores, to have marched uncomplainingly, in order to be 
present with their comradva vvlien mi engugemep.t wits iunninent. 

Tlit' lirttisli iiLLvul f;trees engaged hi ibis campaign uonmated of t'oimnaniier the 
Honouridde C. Colville, Commander ItoherUon, C.M.C , and Lieutenant Beatty, and a 
datacdiuicut of Uoynl Murine Artillery, 

I have already referred to the excellent services rendered by Commando? Colville, 
lirally, in connection with tbe construction n| the gun-boats, and subscquenLly in the 
gallant manner in which he commanded them until wounded, when the command 
devolved on Lieutenant Beatty, who fought the gun-boats in front of the enemy's 
batteries most persistently utiri &ucee&fiilly, eventually bombarding their position at 
Thmgala and dismounting their guns. 

Commander Robertson w ap unfortunately detained in the cataracts by the grounding 
of thu ^Teb, 1 ' but arrived in time i<> take pari in the general advance on Ihingxda, and 
subsequent pursuit to Dchbehj both he ami Lieutenant Beatty hail previously rendered 
in valuable ussintuncc in passing the at tamers over Lin ailaritcts. 

The detachment of Marino Artillery also did excellent work in connection with the 
\i%fm0 of the cataracts ami the building of the new gun-boat, and their behaviour and 
conduct throughout haa been most exemplary, 

Tiie British military forces taking part in the campaign consisted of— 

The 1st Imitation of the North StalFordshire Regiment, 

A detachment of Koval Engineers. 

Maxim gun detachments from the OloneestoiHhirc Hegimont and Conn 11 ugh i 
Bangers* 

The North KtciilWi,ylire, muler the eommnttd of Lieutenaftt-Colonel Cunie. were 
quartered during tlio early tit age of the campaign at Haifa, ami on the out break of 
cholera they were onciiinpud at tinrnni, from ivliencc, mi the resumption of operation*, 
they were transferred to JCosheh and embarked on the steamers; at Abu Fatmgh they 
di pent harked and marc lied with the Egyptian troops on Dongola, re*cmbErkiug on tfie 
day following the capture of that place and returning forthwith to Cairo. 

I cannot .speak too highly of llie cxet-Uent ccmduc! of this battalion throughout the 
campaign ; severely tried by ihc exceptional keat of the summer and fl virulent outbreak 
of cholera* they maintained a cheerful spirit and performed valuable service in the repair 
of the damaged railway li tic. Though they bad no opportunity of cunning into actual 
contact with the enemy, I feel sure, from rhuir excellent hearing ami keen spirit shown 
on >hc advance against Doug^k, they would have thoroughly upheld lludr reputation* 
and would have afforded moat valuable assistance. 

The detachment nl the ltoyal Engineers performed moat valuable service during tins 
whole period i>f iho opgrnl ions, and 1 have pleasure in recording tny high opinion of the 
zeal* energy, and resource displayed by one ami all under, at times, exceptionally difficult 
circumstances. 

The detachments attached to the Maxim battery took pari hi all operations against 
the enemy during the campaign, utul were always well to the front; their Comiumuliug 
Officer, Captain Luwric, R.A., speaks iti the highest terms of their good service and 
i xaj lie lit conduct on all occasions, and I have great pleasure in Endorsing his opinion of 
their efficiency and groat utility throughout the operations, 

During the outbreak of cholera, and in the sehsequeut advance on Dongcda, 
Burgeon-Major ttloggeil, a scared hy the other nudical officers attached to the British 
troops, worked witli great zeal and energy in the perforin mice of their duties, which were 
exceptionally onerous throughout the campaign. 

The Supply Department wm ably represented by rapt a in Morgan, Army Service 
Ooiptu 

The Rev. K. BrimlR-*, Senior Chaplsiu, aaH* as usual, coiinpkuuii* in bis ludhilijng 
kiininessi and devotion in bis duties. 

I also beg to bring re your sintice the excdlcnt conduct of the Indian contingent at 
^nnkin nnittfi 1 ibe command .f Brigadier diene nil Rgcrfon, C.B.j 1 >. 8.0 v these rroijis 









garrisoned Sunk in through a a exceptionally ll ying summer during which they thoroughly 
prepared themselves for inking the field ; eircumstaucett unfortunately prevented them 
from participating in active operations, but they rendered us valuable assistance by Hie 
mo ml effect of Iheir presence, mid had an opportunity occurred they would, l feel sure, 
have greatly distinguished themselves. 

It is now my pleasant duty to record the services of those officers attached Lo the 
Egyptian army who Have specially distinguished themselves. 

Colonel A, Hiinlciy D.S.O, (Royal Lancaster Regiment), Second in Command, 
Egyptian army, ahly commanded the infantry division. I have already referred to his 
services in on i meet inn with the successful passage of the steamers over the entnmeSs, and 
I have In record rny very high appreciation of his military capacity, and to gratefully 
acknowledge the valuable nssihlaiice he juts given me oti every occasion throughoui the 
campaign* 

In Colonel Runtllc. C.M.CL, D.S.O. (Royal Artillery), l had a Ihnrmighljr efficient 
{ hie f of the Staff. His previous experience as Adjutant^ leu end pi the Egyptian army 
rendered him specially jilted for the post, the duties of which be has performed ^ii 1» 
great ability. The peculiar mitirre of the campaign rendered Ids task an arduous one, 
ami the numerous difficulties, us they occurred, were mol by him with that same cave 
ami forethought which characterized his work throughout the campaign. He was ably 
assisted in QuartemniftterGonora Ik duties by Lieutenant (iorringe (Royal Engineers), 
whose resource and energy have been conspicuous Ihrnughont. 

Lieutenant-Cohn el Cochrane (halLpivv) was employed on (lie lines ot coimnuiikution, 
and worked with energy in pushing forward the supplies, 

i have already referred lo the part taken by (temporary) Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lloyd, D.S.O., iii the operations near Kiiufcin, whore he ably commanded, In spite of 
if [-health, this officer remained tit Ids post at Suukin during the summer, and gave me 
great assistance na Governor of that district. 

Hie Intelligence Department nu> ably administered by Major K H. Wingate, C.U., 
D/SLO. (Royal Artillery), who gave me alt the information necessary for the conduct of 
the campaign, the successful result ut wide!] Wfts greatly furthered Sky the 1 borough 
knowledge: acquired by iho Department of every detail of the enemy's plans and 
positions. Coin net Statin Pastiii, C,B. (Assistant- hived or of Military TntelUgeriue),

IN connection with the recent derision of (he Court of Ajjjpenl of Alexandria, the 
question ernes ns Ui whether Her .MajestyN Gnvunmnuil, in concert witti lift- f ioyem- 
menUol Austria, Cnrniiuiy. and Italy, should lake any steps to signify flieiv disapproval 
of the Judgment which has been delivi red. 

The most practical method for nttniniug this ohjiml would he to support the 
[Egyptian Govcnmual in n fusing to exefcttte the Judgment, on I lie ground that tlnj 
Court had exceeded its powers. For many obvious reasons, I do not recnnnucud the 
adoption iff so radical n measure, 

It remains to Iks considered whether some less drastic procedure could not with 
advantage l>e adopted.

Under these dveumstunces it would appear well worthy of eonsiderataon whether, m a 
matter wdiich txmtcriia the dlgn% of the four Govcrnmonts, a remonstrance m some 

form or another should net bo made- . 

In the event of your Lordship thinking it desirable to move in the matter, 
perhaps thu brat method of procedure would be to ascertain whether this view is 
shared bv (he Cabinets of Berlin, Home, and Vicuna. In the event ol a general 
agreement, the Diplomatic Agents of the four Towers at Cairo might be instructed to 
concert together as to the heat form which the remonstrance might iako, and submit 
iheir collective proposals to their respective Governments.

I. TH 131113 seems Lo Lie some eouLiiHion in the public mind in the iutcrprcUtion 
of the Judgment jis regarda execution, 

This decision of the First Court charged MM. Louis and Ymihie, either 
together or separately, as Ctimiuift&ioiicra of Ltio Debt, with the execution of Hie 

Judgment.

This was umiMiul, Plaintiffs in wh dm favour the Judgment is given can Apply 
for and obtain Judgment without any sueli special provision. The terms of the 
Organic Charter or the Courts guarantee the. execution of :i\\ final Judgments. 

This special provision is very rare* arid quite unnecessary, and is not 
reproduced in the Judgment of the higher Court. It is expressly withdrawn m the 

following terms t— _ . ... . 

*■*There is no longer miv occasion to charge MM. Loins and Y oiling with the 
execution of the sentence which ihe law has given in their favour, nor to order the 
manner in which it should he executed/’ 

The public- seem to think lids is equivalent to n suspension of execution. 

That idea is wrong. The Judgment is now in the ordinary form of all 
Judgments, 

The ordinary rule is that the Court gives its decision in favour of one aide or 
the other, and if the decision is ol a luuil and not interlocutory character, the 
winning party (in this ease 31 .VI. Louis and Vanin') can obtain execution ns il 

matter of course* ^ 

Inasmuch as the Egyptian Corn n men t accepted the jurisdiction* n, must accept 
the Judgment, and h bound by the Charter to enforce execution.

II, The Court cites, in support, of Us decision, 1 he fact that in 1S U L on the 
occasion of i tie detention of certain funds, a fleeted lo Lhs f and payable Lo the 
Caissu, two members or the Cuissc maiulAineri In the Mixed Courts their right to sue 
the Government Independently rif their colleagues. This contention was put 
forward bv them in argument* but the Tribunal ol Cairo, which decided chat case, 
went further, and held that any single Commissioner, os representative of (lie 
creditors, could take the Government into Court. 

The case was settled, and the decision did not reserve Use sanction ol appeal.

Thus 
the run at rv mipjKt be overrun by bands ol robbers in consequence oS' the insullteiem-y 
cif the police to Cfipc with them, whilst thy reserve fund, intended la meet extra* 
urilinarv expcanlitnreti, was full to overflowing* 

what is behind the rereiil decision is the theory lhat i lie consent of the Bowers

Thus the Courts have forced themselves into lhe place of tho Dnsso, ami 
Hast rated the intentions id the Powers that i us fi Luted the Uaissc, which wna 
sanctioned as one of the gum unices that Egypt gave in exchange for the reduction 
of the Debi, Il wag emUed as the organ of\tie body of creditors, and it wits never 
intended to pi nee its own decisions under (lie control of the Courts. 

k Ellust be remeushered that lhe Court has also decided that individual 
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creditors have no power to sue, and that there exists only a collective rMvt which 
ib vested in the Diisbc as their representative.

The tin Lies of the Head of the Archaeological Department are somewhat as 
follows; In lhe ffet place, he has charge of the Ghisseh Museum, which is one of the 
most valuable collections of antiquities in the world; in the second piece, be is 
responsible for the conservation of t3ic numerous monuments dotted all over Egypt; 
in the third place, lie directs the excavations mafic by the ISgyptian Cinvcrn- 
mcnt, and arranges the conditions under which private excavators* arc allowed lu 
work. 

Tim whole of the European staff of the Department is French, w ith the single 
exception of Urugsch Hey, n very distinguished German Egyptologist, who, under 
the general direction of M. do Morgan, has charge of the Museum. 

Professor Sayec called on mo a short tune ago io complain of the general 
wor ki n g of the A re ii tetilogicn I Bepurt me n t, 

lie rendered full justice (n the Fair and conciliatory spirit which M. de Morgan 
brought to hear on his work, ami added that the success he ii ad obtained as an 
excavator was remarkable. This bram-h of the work attracts a special degree of 
public alien lion. Professor Stum cmilriidtal that, in order to achieve success as an 
excavator, M„ dc Morgan licglvt-lcd other and at least equally important portions 
of Ids duties. For instsiicr,, Lhe staff of 1.ho Museunq which was already far too 
small for I ho work it hud to perform, wujs constaully being withdrawn in order lu 
aid in (.'jfcavatiunci. So prepir entalogm- had been prepared. Ibaigsdi Bey had i n

As regards rnn&emilion, Pro lessor Snvco told me that to his personal 
knowledge depredations weru tVer]atmt1y committed, more especially during the 
summer months when very few Europeans visit Upper Egypt, The control exercised 
by M, de Morgan p fc staff was for IVorri hebig effective, 

! believe that lit suoldug i hese stateiuents Professor Sayesr uccumtely repre¬ 
sented the opinions held by a considerable body of distinguished Egyptologists, 
f have Frequently Eienrd similar com plaints,, and 1 believe them to he in the main 
justUietb l ought, however. In justice to M. de Morgan to add that, whatever 
system bn Adopted, the tpicsLiun of ermserration must nhvays present great dilib 
c'nHics. Under any ciromiistuuees I’filiaiiec will have to be placed on an ill-paid and 
ignorant staff of native subordinates, who take no internet in their work, acid who 
are open to corr li pi ion ,
